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MANY LANDINGS IN MEXICQs A news report from early September tells of 
several recent landings In various parts of Mexico. Some are of the "contact- 
ee” variety, and therefore sound a bit suspicious to us. Others, more credible 
in our opinion, involve more “orthodox” landing incidents - such as the UFO 
which allegedly landed near the National Polytechnic Institute in Mexico City 
itself. Pictures of rocks supposedly scorched by the saucer'’s exhaust were 
prominently displayed in local newspapers. | 

And, in a remote province (unnamed in the article), a saucer is said to 
have landed and to have been captured by the Mexican Army, though the Army de- 
mies this. In another case, residents of the Texcoco area on the edae of Mex- 
ico City swear they saw a saucer land on a local lake and sink into the mud. A 
newspaper renorter was assigned to spend a day on the lake looking for the ob- 
ject, but he found nothing. | 

As for the “contactee" stories, they involve at least two groups of stu- 
dents - one group from Mexico City's university, and the other of high school 
age - who claim they were taken for rides in flying saucers. The university 
students were allegedly taken to the third moon of Jupiter in a saucer manned 
by good-looking seven-foot-tall giants, who were clad in one-piece suits made 
out of some sort of stretch fabric. The giants neither talked to each other 
nor operated any controls, but apparently did everything by telepathy. The 
students reported finding a family from Qrazil -already living on Jypiter's 
third moon. The family had been taken thera several months sqo by the space
